Chandler takes three, 
Hill two at AMA 
Amateur TT National

GARDENA, CA, AUG. 25-26 


The Lightweights M.C. hosted their half of 
the AMA Amateur/National Championship 


by throwing 


the TT at the legendary Ascot 


Park. Although heavily pressured to get things 


over and done with so the groups 
renting the track for the two 
evenings wouldn’t get antsy, the 
club threw a terrific race. Every- 


one involved knew what they were to 
do and where they were to do it and 


things went smoothly, considerably, 


aided by the professional talents of 
AMA Pro starter Al Mintz and his 
assistant, Shorty Seaborne. 

Unfortunately, track management 
wouldn't permit the half-mile section 
of the track to be used Saturday (sprint 
car racing at night) so District 37 
scrambles steward Ed Carroll and his 
club laid out a real neat TT track in 
the infield, big enough for the little 
screamers running that day, whereon 
they went over the jump backwards. 
There was a dog-leg in the first section 
that parted quite a few riders from 
their mounts; riders not skillfull 
enough to move their body weight 
from left to right quickly. 

Tom Knight was the first- one to 
come adrift in the 50cc class but he 
was up and at ’em again and went on 
to win the main. One of the best rides 
we've seen in a long time was turned in 
by Greg Fraser from British Columbia. 
He fell right in the beginning scramble 
for position, and then proceeded in 
the few short laps to move on up 
through the pack by Washington's J.P. 
Simonsen, on up by the gaggle from 
Stockton-Visalia of Ron and Bryan 
Knight, Frank Morris, and Allen 
Walton. Walton moved eventually 
into second, but right at the end, hard 
charging Fraser came flying up and 
took it away from him. Time didn’t 
allow him to knock off front runner 
Tom Knight. 

Randy Turbett, from Peoria who'd 
won two classes at Porterville the week 
before, was chased home first in both 


his heat and the 65cc 7-11 main by 
Scottie Scherb from Texas. Behind 
them came Ron Wade from Illinois, 
and then the first Californian, Antone 
Mellow from Marina. 

The 85cc Stock 7-11 main had two 
restarts because of crashes; finally they 
got underway, with Pat Murray from 
Stafford, NY, making a perfect pass 
from the outside to the inside of turn 
one, right through the pack to third 
spot. Front runners Aaron Hill and 
Kurt Chandler never lost their first 
and second, but Craig Johnson and Joe 
Avila did shuffle fourth around. 

It was Oregon's turn in the 85cc 
Stock 12-14 class, a group that 
naturally went faster because they 
were bigger. Stockton’s Shawn Black 
took off with the lead but right on his 
rear wheel the whole time was Clay 
Clark from Oregon. Behind them 
Steven Hill was going very well and got 
up to third only to have his bike slow 
down, dropping him back behind 
Mike Lawrence and Rod Gillis. Then 
zap, on the last lap Clark left it full on 
coming down the back chute and got 
by Black for the win, leaving his 
cheering section almost prostrate with 
excitement. 

Again, Hill got the job done in the 
85cc Modified 7-11 main, but not 
without considerable pressure from 
Kurt Chandler and Curtis Cannon, in 
maybe the best race of the day. Hill 
didn’t lose his first but Chandler and 
Cannon were flat having at it while 
Dean Snell was going every which way 
including sideways to keep up and- in 
contention with them. 

Showing the amount of talent on 
tap at Ascot Saturday, there were 
three number one plates in the 85cc 
Modified 12-14, a solid California 


lineup except for Richard Duncan 








from Snohomish, WA. The current 
National number one, Danny Moore 
from Carmel, had the tough luck to 
fall right when he was in contention in 
third place, while Doug Chandler and 
Roger Thompson settled out first. 
Chandler finally got away from 
Thompson, who in turn put space 
between himself and Chris Carr. 

In the 100cc Schoolboy, Oregon's 
Dan Bennett was giving it the ride of 
his life when he sailed by Jim Toews 
going over the jump and then got by 
Vance Sherfield to end up fourth 
overall. Up front though, it was Doug 
Chandler again, then Chad 
Bettencourt and Chris Carr, all so 
equally matched they couldn't better 
their positions and track conditions by 
then made it important to show some 
consideration on the turns. 

Nastiest crash of the day happened 
to Roger Schollenberger in the 125cc 
Schoolboy heat when he went down in 
the pack and a rider with nowhere to 
go went right over with both wheels, 
but Roger walked away, though slowly 
and no doubt remembers his first time 
at Ascot by the bruises. Danny Moore 
won the main, while second place man 
Randy Green from Washington had to 
do some maneuvering around people 
to get his spot. Darren Hulbert got 
third and notably in fourth was 
Michael Murray all the way from New 
York, making his claim to fame and 
jumping past Drew Roberts in mid-air 
to do it. 

Trophy winners went home with 
beautiful trophies courtesy of Yamaha 
International, who went all out to 
support the Amateur races, while the 
participant pins from the Light- 
weights have to be quite the nicest 
we've ever seen in years of racing. 

Sunday got underway using the 
complete Ascot TT course, and right 
off the bat in the first race, the 100cc 
Amateurs, had a red flag and a back- 
row start for Larry Babcock who 
thought he'd try out Al Mintz as 
starter. Al’s action showed "em that he 
wasn’t to be messed with. Chris Carr 
won that heat with a big lead and took 
control again later in the day in the 
main. Richard Hager had second held 
down but the racing was between 
Oregon’s Dan Bennett and Texan Ross 
Duncan. Bennett would get up along- 
side going through the esses but every 
lap Duncan was the master coming out 
of the twisty stuff. 

District 37’s number one, Charles 
“Bud” Carroll, lived up to his name 
with a smooth win in the 125cc 
Amateur class. Porterville’s Bob Land 
beat him in the heat but the main was 
a different matter, and Land took 
second. Mearl Barnett went well for a 
while but slipped back behind Roger 
Shellenberger and Chris Carr, while 
Carr pushed third place Mike Garrison 
for all he was worth. 

There were only 12 entries for the 
200cc class so they rode a heat and a 
main. Chad Bettencourt won both but 
not without a real fight from Roger 
Schellenberger from Texas. Roger 
pushed Chad hard and when Betten- 
court bobbled in the esses, he took full 
advantage and slipped into first. Back 
came Bettencourt and regained the 
lead at the jump, with Dallas Babcock 
barely third over Richard Horton. 

Space won't allow full details of the 
250cc wars in the heats and the semis. 
Doug Chandler went against national 
number one Mike Garrison, taking the 
lead early after a mad tangle around 
the first two turns. 

There's a tale in Jeff Springman, 
winner of the 360cc class. Last week, 
he came out of about a two year layoff, 
went to Porterville as an alternate and 
won there; this weekend, he did the 
very same thing, In the main 
Springman took the lead, then came 
Jerry Brandt and Jim Mahoney. 
Things happened: Darrell Thompson 





fell off and then Kenny Burton 
grenaded his engine over the jump. 
After lots of people spent time kicking 
dirt over all the oil that extended from 
halfway over the jump into the next 
turn, away they went again, single file 
start. Again, Jeff took charge, pulling 
away with the lead, while Chris 
Cannon flew up past people to end in 
third behind Mahoney, and Scott 
Saunders did the same to take fourth 
ahead of Jerry Brandy. 

National number one Rick Almeida 
didn’t survive the tangle through turn 
one int he 500cc main; that class had 
more than its share of troubles 
including one of their semis being put 
back on the ready line to cool off and 
running the Open class next. Notable 
was a ride by Pete Hames in his semi as 
he made a terrific attempt to make the 
main (he did) passing both Danny 
Moore and Tony Urias to do it. Urias 
lost his transfer by the simple fact of 
being heavier than Moore — Danny 
out-dragged him down the chute! 

In the main Mark Key got the lead 
early and pulled away with it. The 
track had developed its infamous blue 
groove and the Amateurs handled 
themselves commendably on it. Joe 
Mitchell took second, holding off Fred 
Bennett for a while, then Doug 
Chandler when he got by Bennett. 
Kreg Hunt from Oklahoma was right 
in the hunt for a while, in fourth spot, 
only to finally unload in the esses after 
a lap-after-lap battle with Chandler. 

The Open class was a screamer for 
the fans of Ronald Day and Randy 
Griffith as they swapped the lead 
around in a class with 24 entries. Some 
hopefuls like Dave Peters didn’t even 
make it in when he got center punched 
in a semi, National number one, 
Michigan’s Ray Garrett, made it in 
from a semi and got an eighth in the 
main. Matt Rohr and Randy Griffith 
treated the stands to some side by side 
jumps over the big Ascot jump, then 
up came Ron Day to take the lead 
away from both of them and keep it, 
with Griffith taking second by a hair 
over Rohr. 


Immken/Peck led the lightweight 
hacks home while Whitaker/Maclean 
from across the seas in Avalon took 
second. Actually the team of Ketcham/ 
Ketcham was second after a hell of a 
battle with the #09 hack, but they 
disqualified themselves when the fray 
was over, moving Rahm/and Wyant 
into third. 

For the heavyweights, it was Fresno’s 
hot duo of Butterfield/Hill with their 
BMW, with Sanner/Melillo taking 
second. We observed the ambulance 
crews taking more notice when the 
hacks came to the line, but they 
needn't have bothered, these guys 
know how to do it. ә

Breker “Goats for it” at 21st Dirt 
Diggers GP

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, 1-2 


Though nearly claimed by the infamous mud- 
hole a couple times, Husky-mounted Goat 
Breker survived and passed early leader Lenny 
Giger to win the $1200 Semi-Pro race in the 


21st annual Dirt Diggers Grand 
Prix held at Racing World. 

The mudhole had been just 
another mudhole on Saturday 


so DDMC members decided to make 
amends for that with liberal and 


repeated applications of lake water 
one race prior to the Pro event. 

They succeeded in creating a bike- 
eating pit that sucked practically every 
rider into it at least once, much to the 
crowd's enjoyment. 

It proved to be too much of a 


monster, though, and after the Old- 
Timers and Pros, the course was 
changed to avoid it. 

In fact, the start of the Pro race was 
delayed while DDMC workers helped 
pull the remaining Old Timers out of 
their muddy shackles and attempted, 
in vain, to dry the bog at least a little. 

When. the green flag finally 
dropped, Giger opened up his 
Kawasaki and cooked. As they came 
around for their first shot at the 


mudhole, he blasted through with no - 


apparent let-up in his rhythm. 


The hole went to work after that, 
though, slowing down KTM-mounted 
Danny Sanchez, Breker and many 


more. Rodney Brand, who was one of 
the fastest in practice, went from fifth 
to near the tail-end of the pack when 
his Kawasaki dropped into a hole, and 
the aggravated Brand was forced to 
wait for help to pull it out. 

Meanwhile, Giger waited for no one 
and started to stretch his lead. Danny 
Jean, on a Suzuki, and Yamaha rider 
Bruce Ogilvie played tag until lap 
three when Ogilvie chose a different 
line through the mud and shot in front 
of Jean. 

By lap four, Giger came through 
with a big lead followed by Ogilvie, 
Mike “Sizzlin’ Six” Sixbery’s Yamaha 
and Breker who was flying everywhere 
but in the mud. 











Ogilvie lost second, however, when 
he clipped the fence next to the 
mudhole and got stuck. He eventually 
restarted and finished sixth, ahead of 
Brand who rode like a wild man while 
catching up to seventh. 

Breker followed Sixbery around for 
a lap after that before blasting past 
and trying to run down Giger. 


It helped when Giger floundered 
momentarily in the mud. When he 
dropped out later due to a reported 
flat tire, Breker kept it wicked on all 
the way to the checkered. 

Climbing almost unnoticed into 
second at the end was Eric McKenna 
(Bul) trailed by Sixbery, Marty Miller 
(Suz) and Rod Richardson (Yam). 

The four-stroke class proved to be 
another good race. Rick Munyon 
(Hon) led the first lap followed by a 
number of Yamahas, Hondas, 
Kawasakis and even some BSA Gold 
Stars, Triumph twins and a Harley 
Sprint. 

Bill Tarling (Hon) took over on the 
next circuit and began to pull slightly 
away from Munyon, Bob Brooks 
(Yam) and Jim O'Neal (Hon) by lap 
three. 

Munyon reeled Tarling back in, 
though, and by lap five was ready to 
grind his rear fender away. 

He slipped by in the section near the 
lake to take the lead, but lost it again 
om the back part of the course. 
Coming in for lap seven, he was riding 
very slowly with a nearly destroyed 
rear wheel as Tarling cruised the rest 
of the way for the win. 

O'Neal put the move on Brooks 
during the last lap for second while 
John Barnes rode a tremendous race 
on his Rickman-framed Triumph twin 
to earn fourth overall and first 
Amateur. 

In Saturday's 250cc Amateur and 
Expert race, Sanchez led the first 
couple of laps until his KTM began 
giving him problems. Scott Smith 
(Suz), Mark Nation (Mai) and O”Neal 
(C-A) took the opportunity to close the 
gap Sanchez had on them. 

Sanchez” vvoes dropped him farther 
back the next lap as Smith took the 
lead. 

Dan Ashcraft (Hus) moved up to 
fourth at that point. 

By lap six, Smith and Nation started 
to pull a bit on the rest of the group, 
Nation keeping pace despite a front 
brake cable that broke on the first lap. 

As they made the final dash to the 
checkered a few laps later, Nation, 
Smith and Ashcraft went for it. Nation 
held off Smith who tried a desperation 
pass in the final yards of the race. 
Smith’s pass didn’t work out as 
planned, though, and his resulting 
bobble let Ashcraft in for second. 

O’Neal rode steadily up to fourth as 
Ogilvie did for fifth, playing catch up 
after a first turn incident left him 
almost at a standstill. e

Sandonna and 
Larson win 
“no-show” night in 
Ventura

VENTURA, CA, AUGUST 28 
Ventura Speedway was filled to 
capacity Tuesday night — but 
half the fans came disguised as 
empty seats. The disappearing 
act also affected the program as 
several riders failed to show up; among 
them track regulars Dave DeTemple, 
Criag Schaeffer, and program cover 
boy Gene Wood. New promoter Jim 
Naylor, facing the difficult task of 
taking over the track in mid season, 
was visibly disappointed by the 16 no- 
shows. But the program, though 
lacking many of the favorites, was not 
lacking in exciting, sideways action. 

John Sandonna, certainly among 
the top five best dressed speedway 
riders (being something of a mini- 
psychedelic experience in his orange 
leathers with yellow and black 
checkered sleeves), made his ninth 
local appearance pay off as he rode to 
victory in the Scratch Final. This was 
his second victory on the local '/6 mile 
oval in the last three weeks. 

After mechanical problems forced a 
scratch in the Handicap Semi, 
Sandonna held off Lou Lindwall to 
win his first Scratch heat two. races 
later. Although placing’ second to 
Brad Oxley in the Scratch Semi, the 
final was all Sandonna as he took the 
lead on turn two and never looked 
back, besting Oxley, Danny McNeill, 
and Lindwall. 

Oxley was particularly solid _all 
evening, finishing second in both main 
events. 

Keith “The Snake” Larson, looking 
better every week, was the story in the 
Handicap portion of the program, 
scoring his initial First Division 
victory. Riding for the eighth time 
locally, Larson had begun the season 
in Ventura from the ten yard line in 
Second Division, winning the Main 
twice. Starting from the ten in First 
Division this week, “The Snake” was 
never seriously challenged and he rode 
to victory in all of his Handicap rides. 

Denny Pyeatt continues to impress. 
After crashing in his first Handicap 
ride, Pyeatt not only did not give up, 
but remounted and passed enough 
bodies for a third place finish and the 
transfer. 

In another Handicap heat race. 
Sandonna clearly elbowed over Bob 
Waller: Apparently a case of no-harm- 
no-foul in the eyes of the referee, 
Waller was not surprisingly out-voted 
3-1 by the qualifying riders as to 
rerunning the race. 

In the finale, five riders essentially 
negated one another in the futile 
pursuit of Larson as the second place 
spot changed leaders repeatedly. 

Since only eight riders showed up, 
Second Division racers got the rare 
chance to go scratch racing. Bobby

Fishback did not 
qualify for the National; he missed the 
first qualifier in Sacramento due to 
injuries, then scored low and got 
knocked off a couple of times.

LANCASTER, CA, AUGUST 30 
What started out as light com- 
edy in heavy mud ended up with 
some dynamite speedway racing 
as the regular Thursday night 
Ascot program moved to the 1/8 mile 
oval at the Antelope Valley 
Fairgrounds. On a night dry cleaners 
dream about, the track was initially so 
mucky that the number of riders 
making the traditional prerace check 
of the traction was severely curtailed. 
The crash wall consisted of hay bales 
strategically placed a few feet apart 
around a track which had survived the 
midgets and a demolition derby the 
night before. 

While the capacity crowd suffered 
from venomous hotdogs, J.C. 
Agajanian suffered visibly from 
promoter’s nightmare — 15 no-shows 
on the program. Mike Bast, who had 
ridden Wednesday night | in 
Oklahoma, confirmed his absence 
from somewhere in Kansas. — Ascot 
favorite Frank Adamo failed. -to 
materialize, and Shawn Moran, his 
energy crisis resolved favorably, was 
recovering from a nasty crash at San 
Berdoo the night before. 

None of this however, dimmed the 
good time atmosphere of the fair-goers 
and speedway fans. A number of 
thrifty fans, saving the price of 
admission lined the chain link fence 
near the pits, sharing their perfect 
view of half the track with a 
number of curious sheep. Bruce 
Flanders, the Vin Scully of speedway 
announcers, was in fine, irreverent 
form. 

After five crashes, several close 
calls, and riders spinning out regularly 
in the first four Handicap heats, it was 
clear that simply staying up was a 
major accomplishment. Suddenly, in 
the fourth heat, Brad Oxley found a 
line, and won his heat by half a lap. 
Охјеу5 quick adaption to track 
conditions netted him the win in the 
Handicap Concy and later the Main, 
in similarly convincing style. 

By intermission time, the track had 
gotten faster, but not fast enough. 
Without the proper grading 
equipment available to bring the track 
around, the riders were encouraged to 
take practice laps in order to blow off 
the excess mud. With as many as nine 
riders on the track at once, blasting 
showers of mud in every direction, it 
wasn't long before the track was in 
decent shape. The grading process was 
much more entertaining than the 
boring tractors we’re so accustomed to 


seeing. 
The second half of the program 
was, in a word — fast. John Cook, 


Denny Pyeatt, Danny McNeill, Lou 
Lindwall, Brad Oxley, Shawn 
McConnell and Dave DeTemple all 
looked strong in the opening Scratch 
heats. 

Shawn McConnell apparently 
finished second in his heat after 
passing and being passed several times 
by Phil Gagnon, only to be 
disqualified for “dangerous riding.” 
On the final lap, McConnell bumped 
Gagnon who immediately threw a 
chain amid a shower of sparks. It 
seemed to be no more than your basic 
wheel-to-wheel, elbow-to-elbow 
speedway racing with no malicous 
intent on McConnell’s part, who even 
commiserated over Gagnon’s bad 
fortune in the pits after the race. 





The racing had gotten so fast by the 
Scratch Final, that it was a shame to 
see the racing end. John Cook took the 
last race, holding off the furious 
charges of young Dave DeTemple. 

Jeff Tomlin held off Tom 
Burmeister, and JAP-mounted Keith 
Remsgar for the Second Division win. 

The exhibition of motorcycle 
stuntman Johnny Dallas, which 
followed the speedway program, was 
curiously mundane by contrast.

Championship will be run. 

Dave Miller put on an impressive 
show and held onto second place 
money. This is his first season of 
speedway after making a big name for 
himself in motocross. 

Denny Pyeatt, from northern 
California, stayed over from the 
qualifier last week to get a better feel 
for the upcoming National track and 


made some money for himself. He 
took third in the Handicap Main 
Friday night, finished the same at the 
fair in Antelope Valley and got into 
both mains on Wednesday night, 
taking third in the Scratch and fifth in 
the Handicap. 

“The White Knight,” Kevin Weeda, 
won the Division Two Handicap Main 
Event and that should give his sponsors 
at Fantasy Records something to sing 
about. 

Dennis Bransford again won the 
Division Three Main and finished up 
flat on his back again.

The first interesting statistic from this infor- 
mation is that the first four major manufac- 
turers are all of Japanese origin and account 
for almost 90 percent of the market. Harley- 
Davidson, an American breed, has 7% per- 
cent, leaving less than 2% percent for all 
other brands. 

Let's talk about the market place with re- 
gard to the national sales and individual state 
sales. The total number of units sold thru 


255,468 for the same time period in 1978. So 
sales have slowed down by about 4 percent. 
If you multiply the above numbers by 3, that 
will give you a rough estimate of the total 
number of cycles sold in that year. For 1979, 
that estimate is motorcycles. 
At one period in our industry's history we 
were at a million sales per year.

Malocco masters 
CRC one-day trial

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, AUG. 26 

One hot and dusty day in the 
Mojave Desert, a gaggle of other- 
wise reasonably sane people 
gathered together to contest with 


the land, the heat and each other on 
mechanized versions of the horse. This 
proved to be so much fun, they began 
doing it every seven days as a ritual. 
After some time, the more rigid 
among these people added a new | 
element to the ritual, the clock, and a 
new belief was formed; “it’s not how 
fast you go, it’s whether you get there 
at the exact time that matters.” Well, 
you know that a bunch of rowdy, 
undisciplined desert rats wouldn't let 
something like that go unchallenged. 
Enter the “One-Day Trials!” 

Based on a combination of desert 
racing and enduro-style events, the 
California Racing Club took some 
rider suggestions, added a few 
imaginative touches of their own and 
came up with an event that was 
confusing for some and exciting for 





_all. The idea seemed simple enough. 


Take three loops of approximately the 
same length but of greatly varying 
difficulty, add specified speed 
averages, spice with special tests and 
everyone should enjoy. Of course, 
there were a few interesting modifiers. 
For example, as the speed went up, the 





course got tougher; and although you 
were not penalized for being early, you 
were for being late; and every second 
you took on the special tests was added 
to your score; and you had to carry a 
score card and get it properly scored; 
and — there was a lot of thinking to 
do, not just racing. More than some 
could handle, apparently. The bottom 
line, however, was a race within a 
race. Go as fast as you could to get 
ahead of time and, when you get to the 
special tests, go faster! 


_ The fun began even before the race 
started. Following the reliability trails 
analogy, CRC mandated a one-hour 
impound for all machines. This was to 
insure a “cald-engine” start. After 10 
a.m., the August sun made sure the 
riders were hot even if the engines 
weren't. Even here, some people found 
a way to bend the rules in their favor. 
One well-known rider was observed 
slowly kicking his engine over for quite 
a long time before his start number 
came up, “just to keep it primed.” For 
those who played it straight, the 
penalty time to start and ride 4, mile 
was one minute, a chancy affair with 
an overly tuned race bike. One of 
CRC's best racers, Kenny Upp, got hit 
by the balky bike blues and started the 
race one minute and 50 penalty points 
behind. In his push to catch up, he 
went down only a mile off the start, the 
first of a series of catch-up crack-ups. 
By the time he was through counting 
stars, he found himself racing with his 
buddy, Ken Heil, who had started two 
minutes later. Push though he might, 
he was never able to make back. the 
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time and, being one of the few to get 
penalty points, was out of serious 
contention, 


Watching this race was like watch- 
ing a political convention, I was never 
sure who was doing what to whom and 
the winner came as an expected 
surprise — two days later. It was 
impossible to get an accurate idea of 
who was even in contention at the race 
itself. For one thing, the riders were 
started two per minute, which 
stretched the start over more than two 
hours. The nature of the event added 
four and. a half hours to that, if you 
didn’t lose any time, Just to give you an 
idea of what the scorers were up 
against; Ed Segler, who started on 
number one with Roger Heath of 
Arizona, rode hard and came in 
second at the finish. As of Tuesday's 
preliminary scoring, he was not in the 
top 10! That same early scoring points 
to Morgan Malocco as the overall 
winner with an on-time ride, no 
penalty points and a total of 1803 
seconds (points) on the special tests. 
Since all the Experts started first, this 
is probably official, but don’t count 
your trophies until the official results 
are in your own blistered hands. 

This was designed to be a tough 
event. The time schedules were high 
enough to keep the less skilled riders 
well stressed and the latter portions of 
the course were rough enough to test 
the abilities (and the patience) of the 
better riders. There were a few 
complaints about the roughness of the 
course, even from some with winning 
scores. This was a new event and some

bugs were found and should be 
eliminated before the next time, The 
first loop, which was designed to be 
very easy and fun from a desert biker's 
point of view, proved to be extremely 
hard on the ATCs and Odysseys which 
ran on that loop. Those that finished 
at all were stretched out over an 
enormous span and most had horror 
stories of incredible diversity. I mean, 
how many ways can you say you got a 
flat tire? Greasewood branches and 
sagebrush love to munch on thin- 
walled balloon tires. The per- 
severance award goes to #8 ATC, 
who got his amga flat, hitchhiked 
on a passing bike back to the pits, 
picked up a spare, hitched a ride back 
to his machine, changed the tire and 
finished the race — hours late but 
finished! CRC tells me that the ATCs 
and Oddysseys will be included in 
more desert events in the future but 
they will be on separate courses, 
hopefully with few tire eaters. 

The next CRC desert race will be in 
Barstow, Sept. 9. Note: This is a 
change from earlier schedules. Be sure 
to check this issue’s ads and Calendar 
listing for details. e

Yamaha Labor Day Classic at 
Saddleback Park was just as ex- 
pected; outstanding!

On the last lap, 
Turner got past Giger for fourth and 
approached Lawrence but the flag 
ended his threat. 

Reid skated to an easy win, Hansen 
was second, Lawrence third, then 
came Turner and Giger. 

Moto two found ‘Radical’ Ron 
Turner in the early lead but his ailing 
machine went lame which left 
Lawrence in the lead. Giger, Hansen 
and Reid were all there for the feast. 
Hansen took the top spot from 
Lawrence after nudging his way past 
the Yamaha rider on a tall berm. Reid 
had to get past Hansen in order to win 
overall but first he had to spoil Giger’s 
and Lawrence's hard charging acts for 
the lead.

“I was just mad when I fell; I was 
gonna win or crash!” recounted 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler after 
winning the Open Pro class. In 


a ride that had spectators shaking 
their heads, Chandler used every inch 
of the track as he worked his Maico up 
from 14th place after falling to take 
the checkered flag in first. 

Tony Wanket managed to keep 
both wheels of his Yamaha under him 
as he took the overall 250cc Pro win 
despite a first moto challenge by 
Suzuki’s Scott Gillman and losing the 
second race to Can-Am rider Donnie 
Hansen. 

Yamaha riders Rick Johnson and 
Mike Brown had a fierce battle for 
first in the opening 125cc Pro moto 
with Johnson coming out on top but 
Brown charged back in the second 
race to win with a huge lead and take 
the top money. 

Leading the pack at the start of the 
first 125cc moto was Johnson followed 
by Brown and Yamaha rider Tim 
Lunde. Johnson quickly opened up a 
five second lead over Brown who was 
fighting off Lunde while Rick Maki 
moved his Yamaha into fourth.

The latest addition to Corona 
Raceway’s line-up of Pro and 
Intermediate obstacles is a dou- 
ble jump that the riders got to 


test their nerve against last Friday. 
While most riders elected to play it 
safe and go over them one at a time, 
there were a few that held it wide open 
and aimed for the Goodyear blimp, 
which was circling overhead all night. 
Surprisingly enough, the first rider to 
go over both jumps at a time wasn't a 
Pro but a very fast 125cc Intermediate 
named Ed Glover (Kaw). 

Glover started on the second row 
while the first division of 125cc 
Intermediates went with the first gate. 
Not only did he get the holeshot in his 
race, but he was soon in the middle of 
the other group as well. Behind him 
Harley Hall (Suz) and Bobby Rowell 
(Suz) diced for second with Hall 
eventually pulling slightly ahead. On 
the fifth lap, Hall suddenly found 
himself in the lead when Glover's 
Kawasaki stalled in a turn. But his 
reign was short lived and Glover was 
back on top for lap six and he stayed 
there for the win. 

In round two, Glover wasn't 
satisfied to just beat the competition as 
he did in the first race, he wanted to 
destroy them. He pulled the holeshot 
and by the end he was not only in front 
of his division, but the entire race. He 
had managed to pass every rider on 
the first gate in spite of their 15 second 
head start. Hall was second again 
ahead of Joe Nist (Suz). 

Scott Lantz (Hon) took the 250cc 
Intermediate class after'a three way tie 
for the top spot. David Neal (Hon) 
won the first moto while both Robert 
Esparza (Yam) and Lantz had to come 
up from poor starts. At the end they 
were fairly close with Neal in front, 
Esparza in second and Lantz third. 
Round two saw Lantz get a better start 
and run away with the win. The 
overall victory, however, was being 
decided in the battle for second place 
between Esparza and Neal. Neal was 


holding the edge, but in the last few 
laps Esparza was closer than ever. One 


‘lap before the white flag came out 


Esparza got out of shape on a steep 
downhill and let Neal get away. But 
Neal was still going for it two turns 
later, unaware that he could take it 
easy and still get the overall win, and 
he went into a turn too hot and lost it. 
He managed to remount before 
Esparza caught him, but he was still 
off balance and waved the Yamaha 
pilot by rather than risk holding him 
off. That gave Lantz the overall win 
over Esparza and Neal. 

On the Pro side, the star was once 
again Craig Dale (Suz). Dale took the 
first 125cc moto by a safe, but closer 
than usual margin over Bill Chapin 
(Hon), while Fred Conover was a 
distant third on his Kawasaki. The 
next race was the same story, but with 
Chapin having trouble with his bike 
and not staying as close as he did 
earlier. 

In the 250cc Pro race, Greg 
Zitterkopf took a first moto win over 
Juan Benavidez (Yam) and Dave 
Fernandez (Yam). Benavidez came 
back in the next race to win and take 
the overall. Fernandez was second in 
that race, but got third in the final

Martin was doing a 
fantastic job and led most of the 10-lap 
race. But after the halfway mark, he 
hit the brakes too late in turn 19 trying 
to get some space between himself and 
Harry and ended up in the grass 
outside the turn. He was able to save 
his second place, but was out of first as 
Klinzmann cruised to victory. Richard 
Williamson was third on his Kal-Gard 
TZ750. Rudy Galindo, riding an old 
$50cc air cooled Yamaha that won 
Daytona in ’72 with Don Emde 
aboard, took the honors in the 500cc 
GP race. 

The Open Superstreet was the 
craziest race of the day. As the green 
flag dropped it was Chuck Parme 
leading on his Kawasaki followed by

Hon) Willi Scheffer (RC/GSM/Torco

On the second lap Eagan got up to 
second position and suddenly became 
the leader when Parme was black- 
flagged after blowing a head gasket. 
Pat’s ride didn’t last long; he pulled 
into the pits after seeing the oil 
pressure gauge dropping drastically. A 
rapid check showed the gauge was 
broken, but Eagan decided not to go 
back out. So Jeff Karr and Carry 
Keoshgerian were dicing up font. 
They changed places constantly as 
they tried to out-brake each other in 
turn 19. ~ 

On the last lap they were still in that 
order but both tried to brake late and 
both wound up in the grass. 
Keoshgerian was the fastest to restart, 
but not fast enough as Kevin Burke 
and Steve McClenon, both on Suzukis, 
went by for the top honors. Carry 
finished third, while Jeff tried 
courageously to push his Honda across 
the finish line. “I stopped the engine 
when we went in the grass. The bike 
has no air filters and I didn’t want to 
ruin the engine. After that I couldn't 
restart it,” explained the exhausted 
Karr. 


As the green flag dropped for the 
410cc Production race, it was Malcolm 
Hill (Ed Toomey M/C Yam), Thad 
Wolff and Dick Fuller who came first 
in turn 19, but the race had to be red- 
flagged when two riders went down, 
with one of them hurt enough to 
require a trip in the ambulance. On 
the restart Wolff was the fastest 
followed by Hill and Fuller. Hill took 
the lead for a lap, but rapidly Fuller 





decided to go after the leader and a 
very good dice was soon going up 
front. Wolff had to settle a notch 
behind in a secure third spot. They 
remained in that order as Hill won by 
less than a half bikelength over Dick 
Fuller, in a typical 410cc Production 
finish.

Spencer blazes to 
victory at AFM 
Golden Gate 
Challenge IV

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 26 

Freddie Spencer, aboard the 
Howard Racing/Arai/Champion 
Spark Plugs/Erv Kanemoto- 
tuned Yamaha TZ750, added 


another impressive victory to his 
growing list of 1979 finishes by 
winning the AFM Golden Gate 
Challenge IV at Sears Point Raceway. 
Spencer jetted off the starting line and 
was long gone before Gil Martin (Yam 
TZ750) had established himself in 
second place. “I'd like to thank 
Howard Racing and Erv especially. 
The track was a little cooler than this 
morning, and the wind really helped. I 
was turning a little faster lap times this 
afternoon. We were here to get me a 
little more time on the 750 (Spencer 
will be an AMA Expert roadracer 
beginning next year) and we're 
starting to get ready for Daytona. We 
were running with restrictors, which 
makes the bike much easier to ride — 
it mellows out the powerband.” 
Spencer's affiliation in the race, as 
far as North or South AFM chapters

were concerned, was in doubt until 
someone pointed out to him that, “he 
didn't sound like no Yankee.” That 
settled the question. 

Martin was held up for a while, 
trying to pass Gordy Seim's Kawasaki 
Z1 with his Yamaha TZ750. “I was 
-behind Seim for the first lap-and-a- 
half. I think I passed him in turn two, 
but by that time Spencer was gone.” 
The AFM veteran is still without a 
backer — “just me and the ol’ wallet.” 
Seim found the pace too much and let 
Gil pass “I had to. I started losing the 
front tire, so I backed off. But it still 
handled good!” exclaimed Seim in his 
usual enthusiastic manner. Al Collins 
(Eric Heczko/ Valley Cycle/ AAMCO 
TZ 375) also got by Gordy for third 
place, but had a little more trouble. 
“I'd pass him and he'd pass me back. 
Then he started to back off a little so I 


- made a pass and made it stick.” The 


Saratoga, CA resident finished in 
third. Meanwhile, Steve Sowden (Kaw 
Z1) and Steve Epstein (NGK Suz GS 
1000) were dicing it up behind 
Gennady Liumbimsky (Harry Hunt 
TZ250), Newton Hildebrand (Suz GS 
1000) and Tom Chew (Smokamoto 
Racing TZ350). 


Participants qualified for the late 
afternoon challenge on the basis of the 
20 fastest lap times taken during the 
regular club races. The $3000 purse 
(which was divided among most the 
classes besides the Challenge) was 
made up of $2000 from the AFM plus 
another $1000 from Sears Point 
Raceway. The front row of the starting 
grid was a mixture of several AFM 
classes; Spencer and Martin on 
Yamaha TZ750's, Gennady Liubimsky 
on his TZ250, Al Collins on his 375cc 
Yamaha TZ, and Gordy Seim on his 
AMA Superbike Kawasaki Z1 rounded 
out the first row. Although the race 
was to feature 10 riders each from the 
north and south chapters, in actuality 
only seven LA chapter members took 
on 13 riders from the SF chapter, with 
the south taking first and second 
places but only numbering four out of 
the top 15 finishers. 

Fred Winters, AFM number one, 
again won 125cc GP on his Dunlop/ND 


Bel Ray Honda MT125R, but not 
without a tussle with Danny Coe (Phil 
Schilling/C-A 125). The two racers 
swapped first and second slots from 
the second lap until the finish of the 
race. Winters seemed to have the 
horsepower advantage, but neither 
rider could pull away from the other. 
(S&W Honda 
MT125R), came out of retirement, (“I 
got tired of sitting around watching”) 
made the trek up from Costa Mesa and 
finished third. 





Open GP featured a visit by Freddie 
Spencer. The Louisianan started 
slowly and followed first lap leader Gil 
Martin for the first one and one half 
laps. The Shreveport star then took 
command of the lead and finished 
first. Spencer was found in the pits 
after the race, patching up blisters on 
his hands, “cause you have to hold on 
so hard. I was just letting the tires heat 
up the first couple of laps. I didn’t 
realize that the track was so hot. It (the 
bike) got sideways going past 
start/finish. I had to come out of the 
turns more ‘straight up’ on the 750. 
The 250 doesn't have that problem.” 
Following Spencer and Martin across 
the finish line was Al Collins (TZ375). 


Open Superstreet was a real barn 
burner, with Chuck Parme (Kaw Z1) 
leading the field until mid-race when 
his brakes began to fade. Steve Ep- 
stein (NGK/Suz GS1000) then took 
over the lead, and Gordy Seim (S&S/ 
Torco/NGK/Bates/Whitestine Racing 
Kaw Zl) trailed the first two 
places. On the seventh lap with 
Epstein leading, Parme couldn't brake 
hard enough going into turn 11 and 
almost ran off the track. “Zero 
brakes,” Chuck said later. That was 
enough to let Seim get by for second 
place. Meanwhile Wade Boyd (Kaw 
KZ650) and Ray Roy (BMW R100S) 
were having a battle of their own 
farther back in the pack. Then Seim 
got by Epstein for the lead on the 
white flag lap and held on for the win. 
“I hurt my wrist somehow on the start, 
but it popped back into place right 
away,” said Gordy. Seim and his pit 
crew, after successfully passing the 
mandatory post-race noise test, let out 
a whoop to celebrate his “official” 
victory. 

In other action, Thad Wolff (Yam 
RD350) won 410cc Production after a 
seven lap duel with Malcolm Hill 
(Toomeys Cycle Center/Yam RD 
375). Larry Theobald, sponsored by 
Harold Olsens T and O Yamaha in 
Lomita, took top honors in 410 Box 
Stock, Rob Stabile (Rob's Pool 
Repair/Yam 250) handily beat Chuck 
Pace (C-A 175) in 250cc Production 
and Mark Shelton took the overall and 
750cc Box Stock win on his Champion 
Kawasaki KZ650. Freddie Spencer also 
won 250cc GP, beating Glen Shopher 
(Farm House Rest./Shoei/ND/Fair- 
way YamTZ250) and Al Collins (Yam 
TZ250).

Brumit and 
Knowlton upstage 
Pro show at 
Watsonville

WATSONVILLE, CA, AUG, 19 
Two local boys put on one of the 
best races of the day at the Ridge 
Runners M.C. August motocross: 
Mike Brumit (Hon) and Sam 
Knowlton (Suz), both of Watsonville, 
carried on a race-long duel in both 
motos of the 125cc Novice II class, 
swapping the lead several times during 
the event. 

In the first moto it was Knowlton 
leading the pack of 24 riders out into 
the back section of the twisty track. 
When they came back into sight again 
Brumit was hot on Knowlton’s tail and 
on the third lap Brumit found an 
opening and took over the lead. The 
moto ended with Brumit in first and’ 
Knowlton third after being passed on 
the last lap by San Jose’s Don Poetzsch 
(Suz). 

Knowlton was not going to let that 
happen again if he could help it. In 
the second start Knowlton led the first 
lap with Brumit, once again, close 
behind as they went into the back 
section. Brumit had taken over by the 
time they came back into sight. 
Knowlton stayed glued to Brumit’s 
tailpipe, looking for an opening all 
through the front section, then, out in 
the back section once again, Knowlton 
found his opportunity and took back 
the number one spot. 

Brumit followed, attempting to get 
his front wheel inside on a couple of 
corners but didn’t make any daring 
attempts to pass. When the two went 
out into the back section once more, 
everyone figured it would be Brumit in 
the lead as they came back into view. 
But Knowlton continued to lead, took 
the white flag and headed around for 
the final lap. 

As they disappeared out of sight 
‘once again, Brumit was close behind 
the leader. Perhaps he was aware of a 
special place at the back end of the 
track where the rider in second had a 
better opportunity, or maybe he was 
just lucky enough to find an opening. 
Whatever it was, Brumit was in the 
lead as they headed out of the back 
and down the final straight for the 
checkered flag. Brumit’s two wins gave 
him the overall while Knowlton had to 
settle for second. Poetzsch, who was 
fourth in the second round, took third 
overall. 

Pro riders Larry Wosick and Danny 
“Magoo” Chandler were on hand to 
ride against each other in the Open 
Expert event. A super dice was 
expected to develop between these two 
but, much to the dismay of the 
spectators, that wasn't the case. 
Neither rider seemed to be in top form 
and Wosick ended the first moto with 
a flat tire. 

The race started out fine with 
Jerome Heiberger (Mai) taking the 
early lead in the second Open Expert 
moto with Chandler in fourth and 
Wosick in sixth — a perfect setting for 
good racing. Wosick made a move 
early in the second lap and all of a 
sudden he was past Magoo and up to 
third. But, after he had put some 
track between himself and Magoo, 
Wosick slipped on an off-camber turn 
and stalled his engine, allowing the 
stylish Magoo to get by. It was shortly 
after that when Wosick discovered his 
rear tire was without any air and he 
began to slow down. Magoo went on to 





catch and pass Heiberger without too 
much effort to take the moto win. 

Wosick decided not to come out for 
the second moto since he had also 
experienced bike trouble in the 250cc 
class and could not get himself 
mentally into the job of racing. 
Chandler was back for the second 
round, and although exciting to 
watch, he was not very impressive. 
While he rode with his typical flair, he 
was not able to pass Heiberger in the 
second moto and had to settle for third 
behind a disappearing Dean Wiggins 
on another Maico. 

Twin brothers Lance and Larry 
Coleman of Stockton put on a good 
show of riding in separate divisions of 
the 125cc Novice class. Larry rode to 
the win in both motos of division one 
while his brother Lance put in a 
seventh and first to take third place in 
the division three event. Both brothers 
were riding Husqvarnas. 

This race was the second to last in 
the Ridge Runners 1979 season since 
the track is unusable during the winter 
months. The next and last race of the 
year at Watsonville will be held on 
October 7. Be there!

The 100 plus 
entrants were allowed to run to their 
heart's content as this year’s event was 
expanded to two days in order to allow 
every racer to get dialed in for some 
great racing. Bunches and bunches of 


‘National records fell by the wayside as

Fremont has always been a fast 
track and it was good to everybody 
with the exception of three riders who 
crashed at the top énd, all over 100 
mph, during the course’ of the 
weekend. Clyde Rawlings of Fresno 
was the first one to test the asphalt

fueler came untracked and Clyde's 
fractured ankle should keep him out of 
his competition's hair for a day or two. 
Gary Hemsley’s spill at 152 mph 
resulted in a broken collarbone. Gary 
came out from Las Vegas. The third 
rider downed was Kevin Elliot from 
Phoenix. We had no official word on 
Kevin's injuries, but he walked to the

ambulance under his own power, so 
that’s a good sign. According to 
Dragbike promoter, Jack Dolan, this 
was the first race meet in seven straight 
that there has been an accident of any 
type. 
Dennis Dean of Denco shattered the 
Ultra Stock 750 record on a Honda. 
Dennis, after a three year layoff, is 
back into his leathers again. Denco has 
just recently signed a racing contract 
with Honda Motors and is officially 
“Team Honda Drag Racing.” 

Wayne Davis of Azusa, CA, piloting 
a supercharged Kawasaki fueler 
qualfied as number one in the Top 
Fuel category. Davis’ run of 8.24 was 
also low e.t. of the meet. He also ran 
away with top mph of the meet with an 
astounding pass at 172.08. All this on 
a single engine machine! Not to be 
outdone, Pee Wee Gleason of Tustin, 
CA ran an 8.75 to qualify. The 
amazing thing about this is that Pee 
Wee did it on gasoline. The American 
Turbo-Pak Kawasaki out of Kosman 
Specialties in San Francisco, was a real 

“sleeper.” 

By the time the last few rounds of 
competition were run, the action was 
fast and furious. Competition Elimin- 
ator semi-final brought two Kawasaki 
riders to the line as Lamond Hurst 
out of Las Vegas faced J.J. Johnson 
from New Jersey. However, Јоһпзоп”5 
machine lost fire and Hurst motored 
to an easy win with a 10.67. The other 
semi was Honda vs. Kawasaki. Rick 
Stetson came all the way out from 
Marlboro, MA to meet Dick Emmons 
from Las Vegas. Both riders went 
charging at the green, but Emmon’s 
Ыр 21 took the win light at 10.99. 
Later in the final, the two Vegas 
riders faced each other. Emmons took 
advantage of Hurst's bobble at the line 
to nip him 9.77 to 10.07. 

Pro Stock class had only two 





entrants, so Terry Henry of 
Sacramento and Larry Cook from 
Portland rolled their Zl's out to do 
battle. Cook must have been listening 
to the stories about Henry's winning 
ways because when the tree went to 
green, Larry came out with the most 
spectacular wheelie ever. Only some 
great riding saved him from being 
another downed rider of the day. 
Naturally, Henry took the win with a 
9.49 at 138 mph. 

Ron Webb and Bob Burdick 
worked their way through the ranks to 
pair off for the final in the Pro Comp 
bracket. Burdick, from Fremont, and 
Webb all the way from Anchorage, 
Alaska, were both Kawie mounted. As 
the two streaked by the big end, 
Burdick sent Webb back to the AlCan 
Highway with a 9.49 to the loser’s

roared off the line Phil Larson (Kaw) 
put his green machine in the lead, but 
by lap two, it was the yellow of 
Yamaha and Tim Michletsch who 
blasted by the lap counters. Tim held 
the position and was motoring away at 
the five lap marker when he had a 
chain go south. Larson was still there 
and took command for two laps until 
Steve Pless, riding for Cycle Sport 
jammed into the lead and was gone. 
Five laps later he took the first 125cc 
moto win while Mike McCormick, 


Santiam Yamaha, rode a smooth and 
consistent moto to finish second and 
Dennis Ostriem, on a Suzuki from Mid 
Valley, motored to third. Perry Scott 
(Suz), after a mid-pack start, fairly 
flew his way over and through the 
competition to garner fourth. 

The second 125cc moto was almost 
a complete repeat of the first. 
Michletsch (LOP and K & B Yam) 
turned in six first place laps before he 
again suffered mechanical: woes and 
that was it for him. This time, Pless 
was right there and the lead was his.

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Burke outshines 
Mother Nature 
at UTE Cup

COLORADO SPRGS, CO, AUG. 18-19 
The 10th Annual UTE Cup, held 
in the Pike National Forest, out- 
side of Colorado Springs, was 
designed as a challenging two 
day mountain event for all R.M.T.A. 
members, except the Novice class. It is 
also open to any out-of-state rider. who 
has not competed in the Championship 
class in the National series. This event 
was organized by Bill Brokaw, of 
Colorado Springs, who took top 
honors in 1970 and 1971. 

Approximately 125 riders signed up 
for the popular mountain challenge 
and this trial, as many others, had its 
share of problems. The club had 
hosted an International Trials event 
just two months earlier. They also had 
to contend with good “ole” Mother 
Nature who showed some of her “it’s 
not nice” stuff. Things got a little 
confused on the first day — there was 
no riders’ meeting to tell you what 
number out you were. 

The first rider did hit the loop at 
8:00 a.m., and by the time the last 
rider headed out, the rain had started 
to fall. The early riders held a slight 
advantage as the rain turned to sleet, 
then hail, and finally snow, as they 
climbed higher up the mountain. Most 
of the sections were at 10,000 to 
11,000 feet and the view was the nicest 
thing on the mountain that day. There 
were mixed feelings about the 20 mile 
loop; but everyone did agree on how 
bad the weather was. It did take its toll 
on the riders as about 40% of them 
were either disqualified because of time 
or quit because of adverse conditions. 

The sections this year were more 
difficult than in the past and there 
were early problems with checkers. 
“Wild” Bill Milliken of Missouri got to 
section four only to find no checker, so 
he decided to stay and check the 
seciton for the day. The end of the first 
loop saw Bill Burgener. leading by a 
small margin of four marks over David 
Burke. The second loop was much 
more demanding, the weather had 
turned extremely cold and the 
rain/snow showed no signs of letting 
up. 

For the last few years the UTE Cup 
has added a coveted “Bog Award” to 
be presented to the rider who makes 
the most spectacular crash in the 
ection. This year the award went to 
Colorado’s Stan Blaz who performed 
a beautiful over the handlebars dive. 

At the end of the first day Burke 
and Burgener had traded places in the 
standings. Burke was ahead by a 
margin of four marks. 

The riders who made it through the 
first day and had thawed oùt in time to 
ride the second day were in for a treat. 

he sun was shining and there were no 

louds in sight. The long loop was 
easier on the riders, which helped to 
save their strength for the sections. 
he second-day sections were more up 
o the tradition of the UTE Cup. 
here were a few comments on how 
ight the sections were as there was 
sually only one good line to choose. 
here were a few sections where if you 
ade a wrong turn you were going to 
be in big trouble. 

David Burke had a tremendous day, 
losing only 20 marks which was 11 
better than his closest competitor, Bill 
Burgener, who lost 31 for the day. 


This is a day Burke will long 
remember, not only because he was 
the overall winner of the event, but 
also because he became the first man 
to win the UTE Cup three years in a 
row. Other than Burke, only Bill 
Brokaw has won the event more than 
once. The trial will also be remembered 
as one of the coldest in UTE Cup 
history. 

All of the riders who finished the 
event deserve a special award as the 
trial demanded much more than mere 
skill. It was physically and mentally 
demanding. 

Frank Oldroyd was the only woman 
entered in the event. This gutsy lady 
completed the two days and shows a 
lot of promise for trials to come. 
Maybe we have another Debbie Evans 
Leavitt riding around?

Cochran leads 
Louisiana rout of 
TSCE enduro 
qualifier

SCOTTSVILLE, TX, AUG. 19 
Kenny Cochran, aboard a bor- 
rowed Husqvarna WR360, post- 
ed a perfect zero score to lead a 
near sweep by Louisiana riders 
of the Scottsville Enduro held in the 
piney woods east of Marshall, TX. 
Laid out by enduro veterans Carlisle 
Langley and Don Bolander, the event 
was the newly formed Scottsville 
Enduro Club’s first effort, and was a 
qualifying run for admission to the 
Texas State Championship Enduro 
Circuit (TSCEC) Championship Series 
for the 1979-80 season. With land for 
enduro use scarce, Langley and 
Bolander enlisted the aid of the 
Scottsville Volunteer Fire Department 
in convincing land owners to grant 
permission for use of property. The 
Scottsville club donated all proceeds 
from the run to the Fire Department 
for use in purchasing equipment, 
which will in turn benefit the entire 
community. 

Overall winner Kenny Cochran led 
a large contingent of riders from 
Shreveport’s Dusty Wheels MC who 
scored well. Dusty Wheels members 
claimed nine trophies, including the 
Overall by Cochran, Overall B by 
Ronald McDonald (real name), and 
Open A and Open B by Danny Flint 
and Jim Taylor. Other class winners 
included Texas Circuit Chairman Roy 
Pool in 200A, Craig Carlisle in 250A, 
and Shreveport Pelican Enduro Club 
member Skippy Luse in the Senior 
class. Cochran is a AA rider on the 
Southern Enduro Riders Association 
(SERA) circuit which runs in the deep 
south from Louisiana to western 
Alabama. His Husqvarna (as were 
eight of the nine winners from Dusty 
Wheels) is tuned by John Tucker at 
Cycle Specialists in Shreveport, LA.

The 65 mile course consisted almost 
entirely of tight woods and was run at 
speed averages of 12, 15, and 18 mph. 
A cool and. foggy Sunday morning 
combined with a starting average of 12 
mph and several resets, had many 
riders. laughing about the ease of 
staying on time. However, the fog 
lifted, the sun came out, the resets 
disappeared, the speed averages 


increased, and only Cochran of the" 


173 starters was able to zero the 
course. Well placed checkpoints 
placed a premium on timekeeping 
ability during the early going, with the 
second check at 20.9 miles catching 65 
riders hot. As the day wore on, riders 





began to tire from the heat and 
twisting trails. The final 16 miles at a 
slow 12 mph average was more than 
most could maintain. 

At the conclusion of the well 
organized event, TSCEC chairman 
Pool gave his stamp of approval for the 
run to be officially entered in the 
Texas Circuit for May 4, 1980. The 
Scottsville Enduro Club should be 
commended for an excellent first time 
run. Louisiana riders, many of whom 
ride the Texas circuit, are especially 
appreciative for the hard work of 
Bolander and Langley in bringing a 
sorely needed TSCEC Enduro to the 
East Texas area.

Jorski awesome at 
Aqua Fest MX

AUSTIN, TX, AUG. 4 

Four full classes of Experts and 
Intermediates, plus a giant help- 
ing of mud, made for great mo- 
tocross Saturday night as Okla- 
homa hotshoe Trey Jorski ran off with 
three of his four motos. 

The 125cc Experts slithered off the 
line for a banzai run to the first turn 
that left “sometimes” national rider 
Jorski with an all important holeshot 
on the one line mud track. Two of the 
best Pros in central Texas, Mickey 
Pizzatola (Hon) and Ricky Glaser 
(Yam), followed Jorski out of the turn 
but could not hold the pace. Jorski 
took his very stock looking Kawasaki 
125 to the flag with a good lead but 


‘things were not so settled in second 


and third. Glaser wasn't giving 
Pizzatola a moments rest, and he 
couldn’t get past until the end of the 
moto when he chanced’ swooping to 
the inside through the deep mud and 
made his pass stick. Glaser finished 
second and Pizzatola third. 

The second 125cc Expert moto 
found Jorski (Kaw) leading again. This 
time Austin rider Frank Tello (Cycle 
Perf. Suz) was in tow with Glaser 
third, again, and not liking it any 
better this time around. Glaser 
attempted to pass Tello for the next 
five or six laps and a mistake by Tello 
finally let him get by while Jorski 
waltzed into the distance. Jorski fell 
twice, but even that wasn’t enough to 
let Glaser close enough to seriously 
challenge. Glaser earned second 


overall and John Bersch (Hon) was 
third due to some consistent riding 


and the poor second moto finish of 
Pizzatola. 

The 250cc Experts looked to be a 
rerun with Jorski and Pizzatola riding 
both classes, but the first moto turned 
out to be the best action of the night! 

Jorski (Kaw) showed the troops that 
you don’t have to be first to the turn to 
leave first; as he left first and just kept 
leaving! Greg Howard (Suz), in 
second, was the only new face in the 
top three with Mickey Pizzatola (Hon) 
in third. By mid-moto Mickey was 
knawing on Howard’s_ fender 
(eventhough his Suzuki looked more 
suited to the mud) and their battle was 
helping them both to close the gap on 
Jorski who went down without losing 
any places. With the gap gone Jorski 
pulled out the stops but Howard 
already knew his lines and all three of 
them were tearing up the track. 

Jorski made a serious mistake under 
pressure and went off the track at the 
top of the hill. He re-entered the race 
back in third. Howard now had the 
lead, the only Expert, so far, to lead a 
moto besides Jorski. Howard. started 
riding like he was being chased, 
probably because he was. Pizzatola 
was really putting the heat on Howard 
and Jorski was getting close enough to 
put the heat on Mickey. 

Mickey, not being so nice to 
Howard, was using every move in the 
book to get by Greg who was showing 
the strain. Coming into the last turn 
Howard turned too soon and missed 
the berm. His front wheel washed out 
and he hit the berm but it broke. A 
burst of the throttle tossed him over 
the last jump sideways for a 
tremendous save and the win! 
Pizzatola ended up second and Trey 
Jorski third. 


The second moto wasn’t nearly as 
exciting as the first; Jorski left the first 
turn in the lead for the fourth time 
with Howard and Pizzatola right 
behind once again, but the 
anticipated three way duel never 
materialized. Howard bobbled, letting 
Pizzatola past and they held their 
positions to the finish which created a 
three-way tie for first place. The tie 
breaker was the last moto finish: 
Jorski, Pizzatola and Howard finished 
up overall in that order. 

The 250cc Intermediates were 
dominated by Mark Taylor but Wylie 
Evans, a new Intermediate rider, put 
in tvvo “strong rides to finish second 
eventhough he started backwards in 
the first moto. 

Paul Beach won the 125cc 
Intermediate class after some bad luck 
struck a rider named Hendricks who 
DNF the first moto on the last lap in 
the next to the last corner after leading 
the whole race in tennis shoes!

Wheelsports qualify 
for elite “1000 IN 1” 


LAWRENCE, KS, AUG. 3 & 4 

The challenge of traveling 1,000 
miles in 24 hours has been met 
by 11 members of the Wheelsport 
Motorcycle Club out of Lawrence, 
KS. In addition to the skill and 
endurance involved in their accom- 
plishment, the riders chose to link 
their “1000 IN 1” qualification ride 
with a life-saving project by collecting 
pledges, per mile, for the benefit of 
the Kidney Foundation. The Kidney 
Foundation expects to benefit ap- 
proximately $1,000 from the event. 

The 1001 mile ride started in 
Lawrence, KS at 8:00 p.m. on Aug. 3. 
The first leg of the trip ended at 
Oakley, KS, about 312 miles from 
Lawrence. The second leg was back to 
Lawrence and the last leg was to 
Columbia, MO and return to 
Lawrence. 

In addition to a route sheet, the 
Wheelsport Club had arranged pit 
stops along the way. Dean Base, Keith 
and Terry Joe Guilliland stayed all 
night at the Russell-Hays pit stop. 
Shirley Towner and Dottie Lee were at 
the Salina stop. Mr. and Mr. Frazier 
and daughter Michelle worked the 
Boonville, MO pit stop all day Saturday. 

Michelle Frazier has had a kidney 
transplant and it was because of her 
that the Wheelsport Club chose to give 
the Kidney Foundation the proceeds 
from this run. Each rider collected 
pledges for each mile they rode. John 
Dennis collected the most pledges for 
his ride. The largest single contributor 
was the Lawrence Journal World. The 
11 riders together collected over 
$1,000 for their rides. 

The hardest part of the ride was 
during the day, Saturday, when it 
started getting hot. Those last 200 
miles were tough but by that time 
everyone realized they would make the 
1001 miles in 24 hours and started to 
relax. 

John Dennis, Tom Dennis and Leo 
Butell beat the old record of 1001 
miles in 19 hours, 22 minutes by com- 
pleting the run in 17 hours, 34 
minutes. Tom Dennis said, “We didn’t 
waste any time gassing up. We could 
all three be out of a station in five 
minutes! Except that one where the girl 
wanted to rub my back!” Leo said, 
“We didn’t stop to sleep or eat. We did 
both on the go.” 

The group included nine Yamahas 
one BMW and one Kawasaki; none 


had mechanical problems. Bob Smith 
of Lawrence Yamaha tuned eight of 
the Yamahas. 

Doug Frazer ran out of gas one mile 
out of Salina. Doug said, “I was glad 
when Eldon Pickett came along and 
had a tow rope, but I would have 
pushed it the whole mile to keep 
going.” 

Most of the riders approached this 
endurance with all the planning of an 
enduro. In fact, five of the 11 were 
wearing Black Jack Enduro Circuit 
trophy helmets. Big on the list of 
“must” equipment was water seats or 
foam pads. 

Fourteen cyclists had qualified 
nationally for “1000 IN 1” prior to the 
11 Wheelsport Club members. All 
cyclists meeting this challenge in 1979 
will be charter members of the group. 
Wheelsport members making the 
complete ride were: Charles Young, 
Eldon Pickett, Doug Fraser, John 
Dennis, Tom Dennis, Leo Butell, Jeff 
Kajcienski, Jim Letellier, Bill Pippert, 
Charles Towner and Boyd Lee. Jeff 
Kajcienski’s 14 year old son, Mike, 
rode with his father on his bike for half 
of the trip.

the normal amount of time and the 
proper path through the ranks. 

Freddie is an undefeated Junior in 
the dirt track ranks if you don’t count 
the recent red flag rule book, or lack 
of same, happening out in Iowa where 
Freddie was leading by half a lap when 
the race was stopped and he was not 
allowed to re-enter. 

In road racing, he is in a class by 
himself in both the 250cc Expert 
division and the new star of the Super- 
bike Production class. 

Freddie already has so many brands 
after his services next season that he 
may become the first rookie to own a 
jet plane just to get to all of the events 
he will be paid to ride in. 

The two teenagers are alike only in 
that they are the same age. Parker is a 
wide open, gutsy-type rider who can 
ram a wheel and put it sideways 
anyplace on the track. The “No 
Tomorrow” style of riding is common 
with new rookies out to make their 
mark. 

But Spencer is totally different. 
Where a kid from Louisiana can get 
the polish and style, we do not know. 
But it’s there! 

We have watched him race since he 
was 12 years-old, and have never seen 
him get into trouble. He can jump 
from a Yamaha to a Ducati to a 
Kawasaki road racer like they were all 
from the same mold. He has also 
shown that he can do the same on dirt 
from a 250cc two-stroke single to a 
750cc four-stroke twin. 

While Parker will whoop it up in a 
winner's circle, Spencer is still modest 
to the point of “Avv Shucksing" it and 
acting like the winner's bottle of booze 
is a hand grenade. At last count, 
Freddie had won over 200 races. 

But with Parker and Spencer, we 
have the current times. Parker is a dirt 
tracker who now is a contender. 
Spencer is a proven road racer and 
heading towards his rookie dirt season 
in '80. But he already has been offered 
a shot at going after the FIM 250cc 
World Championship road racing title 
next year in Europe with full factory 
backing. Now, if you were going to be 
18 years-old and had a chance to go to 
Europe with all expenses paid and a 
bunch of dollars guaranteed, or stay 
home and just try to make a National 
final — what would you do? Or better 
yet, what would your father do? 

Personally, I would like to see 
Freddie race the whole Winston circuit 
for one full season and get the 
experience on the dirt, and then try a 
few races in Europe as well. 

I think young and polished Freddie 
is really the last all around American 
racer (dirt and pavement) we are 
going to see for a decade or two now 
that Kenny Roberts appears totally 
committed to foreign road racing. 

But both riders are only 17. Each 
has at least 10 years of good racing 
days ahead of him. Both are 
something else to watch, even though 
they have opposite styles both on and 
off the track. 

The American road race season is 
over now, but west coast fans will get 
to see both youngsters at the 
September San Jose Mile and the Ascot 
Half Mile Nationals. Spencer rides in 
the Junior Invitationals, and Parker 
will be riding for the win in the Expert 
finals. 

They willbe coming at you from 
two different directions next year at 
the ripe old age of 18. ә

I opened my mailbox, and at 
first glance, I thought somebody 
had by mistake sent me an issue 
of Boys’ Life or Cub Scout 
Monthly. 

Peeking out at me on the front cover 
of Cycle News (East) was this baby face 
with a large cap atop the head. The 
only reason I didn't put it back in the 
box was that looking around from 
behind this kid was Lynn Griffis, Miss 
Winston Pro Series. 

The thought went through my head 
that perhaps Lynn was baby-sitting on 
the side, or between flights to the 
races. 

The cover, of course, was of Scotty 
Parker winning the Duquoin mile and 
beating out Ted Boody as the youngest 
rider ever to win a major AMA race. 

Scotty is the same kid who aced the 
AMA two seasons ago when they came 
up with the idea that you could 
transfer with points and not total 
experience. Young Parker, so says the 
birth certificate, was born late in the 
year. 

So when he turned 16, he had only a 
few weeks of Novice racing before the 
new year. Scotty went out and chased 
a raft of ice races, and in record time 
came up with enough points to 
transfer from Novice to Junior in 
weeks, not months. What ice racing 
has to do with half mile, short track 
and TT racing has never been 
explained. 

For 1978, Parker was a Junior with 
only weeks of experience on the 
lightweight 250’s. But he was one of 
those rare kids that backed it up and 
was indeed able to race a 750 at speed 
and win in the yellow plate division. 

By the time the '79 season opened, 
Scotty was an Expert with slightly over 
one season in the Pro ranks. Like all 
hotshot Juniors he headed for Houston 
and his first two National events. He 
batted zero — just like most first 
timers have done over the years. 

But each race found him getting the 
hang of it, and he bounced his way 
into the half mile winner's circle two 
weeks in a row at Louisville and 
Laurel. Something that no rookie had 
done even once in all of 1978. 

But TT racing is not oval racing, 
and the kid from Michigan (where the 
latest crop of new go-fast riders are 
coming from) did not come close at 
Houston, and he failed to make the 
final at both Chicago and Castle Rock. 

Up at the Rock he put on a show in 
the Trophy Final that we will not 
forget for some time to come. He 
raced the full distance, more sideways 
and more times off the ground than 
on, to squeak out a win over one of the 
Northwest TT specialists. It was 
probably the best Trophy Race I have 
ever watched. 

A couple of weeks later, at the Ascot 
TT, Scotty put it all together and was 
a solid qualifier for the final. Only the 
lack of experience forced him toward 
the back as each lap went by. But he 
had broken the TT barrier. 

Then came the win on the Illinois 
mile. When was the last time a rookie 
won a National race, and a mile to 
boot? 

But this season we have not one but 
two 17-year-olds dusting them off 
from coast to coast. Freddie Spencer is 
the same age as Parker but has taken

BLM, Phantom Duck sign 
six-point stipulation 


LOS ANGELES, CA, SEPT. 4 

From a letter sent to Cycle News by Bureau of Land Management 
Riverside District Manager Gerald E. Hillier: “The litigation concerning 
the 1978 Phantom Duck/the Barstow to Las Vegas trail ride was 
settled August 28, 1979. In the settlement, all parties agreed to a six- 
point stipulation.” 

Enclosed was a copy of the stipulation; the six points are as follows: 

1. The Defendants and the BLM have taken reasonable steps to 
clear the CDCA areas that were used during the 1978 Barstow to Las 
Vegas trail ride and rehabilitate those areas where riders varied from 
roads and trails. 

2. Although the Plaintiff does not assert that the Defendants are 
liable, the Defendants agree that they will contact Mr. James R. Smith, 
Las Vegas, Nevada for the purpose of voluntarily making their peace 
with Mr. Smith. 

3. The 1978 Barstow to Las Vegas trail ride should not have needed 
to have taken place; and in the absence of a Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment permit, it would be wrong for an event to happen in the future 
and illegal events should actively be discouraged. 

4. The Bureau of Land Management understands that it has a con- 
Stitutional duty to act without prejudice to Messrs. McKey, Sieman 
and Fols, who give up not first amendment rights. Mr. Sieman’s in- 
volvement in this matter before November 26, 1978 was strictly 
journalistic. 

5. There is a public demand for a 1979 Thanksgiving weekend off- 
road motorcycle event. The Bureau of Land Management will consider 
a permit application for such an event in the Kadiz, Danby and Parker 
area. In order that such a permit be issued, it is necessary that a 
baseline, monitoring program be developed and the BLM will solicit 
public participation in the development of the program. 

6. The court has the jurisdiction at any time to reopen all proceedings 
with regard to requiring reimbursement to Mr. Smith. 


The stipulation was signed by James R. Arnold, Assistant U.S. 
Attorney; Gerald E. Hillier; George James Stephan, Attorney for 
Messrs. McKey, Sieman and Fols; Louis H. McKey; Rick Sieman and 
Albert Fols. Warren J. Ferguson was the U.S. District Judge. 

According to an accompanying BLM press release, “Highlights of 
the stipulation are that the BLM permit system was upheld by the 
Court, a private individual whose road was most damaged by the 
event is protected, the defendants agreed that an event such as the 
1978 Barstow to Las Vegas Trail Ride should not take place without a 
BLM permit, and that illegal events should be actively discouraged.”

King Kenny Roberts put the vvraps 
on his second 500cc World Cham- 
pionship Road Race Series title at 
the Sept. 2 French GP on the Paul 
Ricard circuit. From the pole, 
Roberts got started in fourth 
behind Virginio Ferrari, Barry 
Sheene and Randy Mamola. The 
four took off, leaving the pack 
behind, and maintained their 
places until near the halfway point 
when Ferrari suddenly dropped 
back to seventh place. Trying to 
recover his lost positions, Ferrari 
then crashed while attempting to 
overtake Johnny Cecotto and was 
hit by the motorcycle. Ferrari suf- 
fered a collapsed lung and a 
severed artery in is arm, but he 
was reported to be recovering well 
in the hospital on Sunday night. 
Roberts then passed both Mamola 
and Sheene for the lead, and 
appeared to be headed for victory. 
On the last lap, two backmarkers 
crashed in front of Roberts; he ran 
off the course and stalled the 
motor while avoiding them. 
Sheene went on to win with 
Mamola second. Roberts, testing a 
wider version of a new Goodyear 
introduced at the British GP, 
restarted to finish third. “I’m going 
back to my home in Modesto, and 
l'm going to take the phone off the 
hook. It’s been a hard season, all 
things considered, and | feel I've 
earned a rest,” Roberts said. He 
left the Sunday night victory 
banquet early to visit Ferrari in the 
hospital. 


The Aug. 29-Sept. 3 Silver Anniversary 
National Hot Rod Association U.S. 
Nationals drag race at Indianapolis 
Raceway Park was marred by two 
deaths, one of a_ television 
cameraman, the other of motorcycle 
racer Ernie Rife, 25, of Cerritos, CA. 
Rife was running his Top Fuel bike 
through a qualifying pass when he lost 
control near 180 mph, the camera- 
man died when hit by a car’s super- 
charger thrown from the exploded 
motor. The incidents threw a 
shadow over what otherwise was a red 
letter day for Suzuki-mounted Terry 
Vance, winner in the Pro Stock 
division. Vance edged Kawasaki pilot 
Bob Carpenter in the final run-off 
with a 9:19/144,69 run over Carpenter's 
9:16/143.08 attempt. In the Top Fuel 
division, Kawasaki-mounted Roy 
“Frog” Thacker topped Jim Bernard's 
Yamaha in the final shootout with a 
7.84/175.43 over Bernard”s 7.75/ 
181.81 run. In the Pro Stock segment, 
Bob Carpenter turned in low e.t. with 
a 9.08 second blast while Jim Bernard 
set a new National record in setting his 
low e.t. in the Top Fuel ranks at 7.57 
seconds. Top speed laurels went to Sid 
Pogue's Kawasaki with a fast Pro Stock 
speed of 146.57 and to Ken Black- 
burn, also Kawasaki-mounted, with a 
184.41 in the Top Fuel class.

Kidd wins Indy Mile 
thriller; Eklund stretches 


points lead

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, SEPT. 1 

U.S. Army-sponsored Mike Kidd scored the 
second Indy Mile win of his career as he nipped 
Scott Parker and Steve Morehead at the line in 


yet another Indy thriller. 


Rescheduled for Saturday night | 
after a rainout the previous Sun- 


day, the event offered competitors 
perhaps the best Indy oval sur- 


face ever. Seventeen-year-old Scott 
Parker established a new track record 
in qualifying, and multi-rider battles 
were the order of the night in almost 
every race. 

For Steve Eklund, a fifth place 
finish behind Kidd, Parker, Morehead 
and Randy Goss moved him to a 
position 44 points ahead of defending 
National Champion Jay Springsteen 
and Goss. Springsteen could manage 
only a 10th place finish. He and Goss 
now have 195 points while Eklund has 
239 with only four Winston Pro Series 
rounds remaining on the schedule. 








Qualifying 

Hank Scott's track record of 36.645 
seconds (98.227 mph), set last year, 
was broken by high school student 
Scott Parker. Parker, the first rider to 
take a qualifying lap, stopped the 
clocks at 36.620 seconds and was the 
only rider of the 53 who attempted to 
qualify for the 48-rider field to break 
into the 36-second bracket. 

Garth Brow, Steve Eklund, Jay 
Springsteen and Hank Scott were the 
next fastest qualifiers, all in the low 
37's. 

Dave Bradley was the final 
qualifier, timing in 48th fastest with‘a 
39.203 lap. 


Heats 

The slim crowd on hand began )to 
buzz as the first heat rolled to the line. 
Skip Aksland’s Mert Lawwill XR750 
failed to fire but finally did just at the 
end of Aksland’s two-minute grace 
period after Aksland ripped the kill 
button off. 

Starter Phil Dyson clicked the green 
light on and — as expected — it was 
Scott Parker leading the pack around 
the Indy oval. Parker established’ a 
comfortable lead after only two 
circuits of the mile track, and Hank 
Scott settled into what appeared to be 
a comfortable runner-up spot. 


Behind the front running pair, the 
first of many side-by-side battles 
shaped up between Arai Helmets- 
sponsored Ted Boody and Ricky 
Graham. That dice came to an end 
when the Bart Markel prepared XR of 
Graham’s rolled to a stop on the back 
straight on the fourth lap. Markel, 
when asked if the fire had gone out, 
said, “I don’t know. I haven”t checked 
it yet. But I'd like to set it on fire.” 

The field stretched out in the latter 
laps, and the only excitement was 
provided unintentionally by Hank 
Scott. His Carl Patrick-prepared XR 
began to sputter on the white flag lap, 
and he was lucky to hold on to second 
place behind Parker. Boody took the 
third and final transfer to the 
National, while behind him came 
Aksland, Gene Romero and Terry 
Poovey. 

Heat number two was red-flagged at 
the end of the ninth lap and called a 
completed race. Klotz/Wiseco-sponsored 
Garth Brow led every lap while behind 
him rookie Expert Tommy Duma and 
Indiana's Jackie Mitchell fought over 
second. When the red flag was 
displayed it was Mitchell edging 
Duma. 

Marty Bushman caused the 
stopping of the event. The Michigan 
rider had jumped off, hurtling over 
the concrete retaining wall in turn 
one. He was reported up and walking 
and feeling, “OK.” 

The third 10-lap heat had the crowd 
screaming as a battle royale developed 
among early leader Steve Morehead, 
Corky “Mr. Dirt” Keener and eventual 
winner Steve Eklund. i 

Morehead led the first three laps, 
with the third one seeing a three-way 
near-dead heat at the start/finish line 
among him, Keener and Eklund. 

Eklund broke away from Morehead 
and Keener with a charge through 
turns 3-4 on the next lap. But Keener 
moved back up on the present points 
leader on the eighth lap, and the two 
crossed the finish line with Eklund just 
a precious few inches ahead. 
Morehead hung on to take third, while 
behind him came Lance Jones, Bubba 
Rush, Brad Hurst and Steve Freeman. 

The fourth and final heat required 
three starts before it could be called a 
race. Des Moines National winner 
Randy Goss led every lap of the three- 
start affair which was first stopped 
after Dave Bradley unloaded hard in 
turn three on the third lap. 

The single-file restart had Goss, 
Kidd, Springsteen and Rickey 


Campbell lined up ahead of the field 
and the flash of the green saw Goss 
hold the point position although he 
was pressured by first Springsteen and 
then Kidd. 

Red flag number two came out 
when Dave Parker became the second 
rider to jump off in turn three on the 
seventh lap. 

Goss held his lead again when yet 
another single-file start was flashed 
off, again pressured by Kidd, Spring- 
steen and Campbell. 


On the final lap Goss and Kidd 
broke away from Springsteen and 
Campbell and the latter two had the 
crowd screaming as they exited turn 
four side-by-side. At the line it was KK 
Motorcycle Supply/Smitty’s H-D/ 
Fergy-sponsored Campbell edging out 
Springer for the third and final 
transfer spot. Springsteen, fighting for 
National points, was semi-final bound 
as was fourth place finisher Ricky 
Hocking and trailing riders. 


Semis 


As usual, the semis were real 
fireworks shows. Providing the sparks 
in the first semi were Skip Aksland, 
Terry Poovey, Scott Pearson, Billy 
Labrie, Gene Romero and Gary Scott. 

Aksland and Poovey finished one- 
two after a race long battle that saw 
them side-by-side on every lap. Behind 
them a four-man fight between Busch- 
sponsored Romero, Mother Fletcher's 
H-D of Largo, Florida-sponsored 
Labrie, KK Motorcycle Supply/Jack 
Sisemore Traveland-sponsored Gary 
Scott and H-D-sponsored Pearson was 
conducted in a similar side-by-side 
manner, and they finished in that 
order. 

Semi number two was Jay Spring- 
steen’s last chance to get into the 
National and he rode a furious race, 
dicing with Lance Jones and Bubba 
Rush in the early laps and then pulling 
off a do-or-die move through turns 3-4 
on the last lap to nip Rick Hocking for 
second and a ticket to the National. 

While Springer was hustling to 
make the National, 1977 Cycle News/ 
East Rider of the Year Lance Jones 
ignored the points-minded National 
Champ and pulled off the win. 


Trophy Race 

If the semi events were fireworks 
shows, the 12-lap consolation race was 
a world war. Rick Hocking, Scott 
Pearson, Gene Romero and Billy 
Labrie finished in that order, but any 
one of the quartet could have been the 
winner. 

The closeness of their racing had 
veteran race watchers shaking their 
heads in wonderment. Reflecting the 
intensity of the race was the “expletive 
deleted” remark from Gene Romero 
when he pulled his helmet off — only 
to follow that with an ear-to-ear grin. 
He knew he had been in one helluva 
race. 


National 


Scott Parker took his pole position 
next to the grandstand wall and was 
joined on the front row by Eklund, 
Goss, Brow, Hank Scott and Keener. 
Second row occupants were Kidd, 
Mitchell, Boody, Morehead, Camp- 
bell and Duma, with Aksland, Jones, 
Poovey and Springsteen making up the 
third row of the 16-rider grid. 

Randy Goss and his Larry Johnson- 
prepared XR led the field around on 
the first through eighth laps with 
Parker, Kidd and Keener breathing 
down his back every inch of the way. 

Goss slipped off his line in turn 
one, and Parker took over the point 
position. The track was developing a 
Marrow groove in turns 1-2 and an 
even narrower one in turns 3-4. Riders 
were changing their lines on every lap, 
alternating between a low “hang the 
bars over the guardrail” line to a “run 
up against the haybales” line. 
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(Above) Winston Pro points leader Steve Eklund (11) finished fourth, enjoys a 44-point lead over Springsteen 


and Goss. (Below) Skip Askland (27), Hank Scott (14) and Jay Springsteen (1) finished eighth through tenth. 





While Parker, Goss, Keener and 
Kidd were battling as a group, so were 
Morehead, Brow and_ Eklund. 
Positions shuffled at every point on the 
track for the first 20 laps at which 
point the order read Parker, Kidd (in 
a near dead heat at the line), 
Morehead, Goss, Eklund, Brow and 
Keener. 


The final five laps saw the trio of 
Kidd, Parker and Morehead riding as 
one while behind them the battle for 
fourth shaped up between Goss and 
Eklund. 


The run for the money down the 
front straight on the final lap saw the 
edge going to Texan Mike Kidd. He 
thrust his left fist into the air as he 
crossed the line with Parker's front 
wheel even with Kidd’s rear wheel, and 
Morehead right behind. 


Missed by many in the excitement of 
the finish was Goss’ nipping of Eklund 
at the line for fourth. 


A jubilant Kidd endured a cham- 
pagne soaking by Parker and 
exclaimed, “This is the big one. The 
Indy Mile. When Storme Winters 
(Kidd’s tuner) and I got together last 
year, we talked about winning an Indy 
Mile. We've had our problems this 
year, but we pulled off a win we 
wanted. The track was great. I rode 
mainly down low by the guardrail and 
I remember at one point looking up 
and seeing Corky (Keener) running up 
by the haybales. He and the others 
eventually came down, but we could 
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ride anywhere. A great track and a 
great race — wow! Let me thank the 


Army, Harley-Davidson, Jardine, 
Fury, MXL and a new sponsor — TC 
Fast Gas.” 

Runner-up Scott Parker, who re- 
turns to high school this Wednesday, 
said, “I like being in the winner's 
circle. It was a great race. It doesn’t 
matter how old you are, those guys 
don’t give you a break.” 

“1 thought I was in a good seat 
coming down to the end of the race,” 
said third place finisher Steve 
Morehead. “I ran a high line to get it 
working early in the race. I'm glad to 
be up here and I want to thank my 
tuner Steve Storz. We've had some 
problems this year, but I think we have 
it all hooked up now.” 

The track that all competitors 
praised, allowed for a new Indy Mile 
National record for the main event, 
which was run just under a 98 mph 
average. An even better indication of 
the quality of the surface was provided 
by a glance at the first three finishers’ 
tires. They appeared to have enough 
tread left to go through another 25-lap 
race. 

While Steve Eklund picked up 
another five points on Springsteen and 
Goss, Springer didn’t appeared 
bothered by the situation. He 
appeared in the Aksland/Lawwill pit 
area to shake Skip Aksland’s hand in 
an indication of the super race those 
two and Hank Scott had conducted in 
the latter stages of the main event. 
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Former Grand National Champion 
Lawwill looked at Springer and 
Aksland, shook his head and said, 
“You guys are nuts!” 

Cool — for this time of the year — 
temperatures had provided a virtually 
attrition-free meet with the only 
retiree int he National being rookie 
Expert Tommy Duma. “I was way 
over-geared, and I pulled out rather 
than blow it up. See you in Syracuse,” 
said Duma. 

And the Syracuse Mile is the next 
stop on the Winston Pro Series rolling 
thunder show — a do-or-die race for 
Springsteen if he hopes to retain his 
crown. “There’s 80 points to be won 
over the last four races,” said Spring- 
steen. “Don’t count me out yet.” e

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Trett, Vance top IDBA Summer 
Nationals; Pogue dips into eights

WASHINGTON, DC, AUG. 18-19 


The International Drag Bike Association 
Summer Nationals saw record runs and repeat 
winners in several classes of the rain-delayed 


meet held at 
Washington, DC. 


The big news was in the Pro 
Stock class where Sid Pogue 
qualified with a new record of 
8.98 seconds to become the first in that 
class in the eights. Unfortunately for 
Pogue, he came up against number 
one plate holder Terry Vance in the 
semi-finals and lost, although with a 
quicker time. 

Top Fueler Kenny Annesley, on a 
double-engine Kawasaki, lowered his 
own ET record when he ran a 7.66 in 


qualifying. He made the final, but had 
to shut off and give Elmer Trett and 
his double-Harley the Top Fuel win. 

Terry Kizer picked up some points 
and a record in the Pro Comp division 
with an 8.50 clocking over Larry 
Musick. 

In the Ultra Stock class, current 
points leader Hamp Osborn/s 


Kawasaki proved faster than the one 
Don Norris was riding as Osborn went

10.44/128.00 for the win. 


In Super Eliminator, Deb Devivi 
put yet another Kawasaki in the win- 
ner’s circle with a win over Sam Wills. 

The afternoon's excitement started 
when, for the first time ever, four 
Top Fuel bikes qualified in the 
seven second bracket. Two Kaw- 
asakis, a Yamaha and a Harley- 
Davidson were represented. 

Tops on the list was the Motorcycles 
Unlimited Kawasaki double of Kenny 
Annesley. As Annesley went through 
the lights on his record run a rod in the 
rear 1200cc engine let go tearing the 
cases apart. Tuner Carl Ahlfeldt 
quickly got to work and had the 
machine ready for a first-round 
showdown with the double-Harley of 
Marion Owens. 

Owens gave the fans a thrill by 
hanging off the right side of his bike to 
keep it in the lane, but Annesley was 
the winner. 

Annesley then beat Danny Johnson 


in the semis to bring up a showdown 
with Elmer Trett in the final. 

Jim Bernard, holed a valve on 
the RC Engineering/Magnuson 
Products Yamaha 1150. Bernard had 
qualified third fastest, but had seen a 
puff of white smoke at the end of the 
run. When tuner Ron Teson went to 
start it for the quarter finals it ex- 
ploded with two loud pops and the 
team was through for the day. 

Who did Bernard like in the finals? 
“You have to watch out for Elmer. 
He's always there,” he said. Trett was 
there for the win piloting his double 
Harley through the lights in a quick 
7.77 sec. 179.16 mph as Annesley 
finished a hectic day with a hard- 
earned second. 

One of the busiest people there was 
Terry Kizer of Houston, Texas. Kizer 
raced Kawasakis in both Pro Comp 
and Super Eliminator and came close 
to pulling off a double. He was fast 


qualifier in Pro Comp and 
methodically advanced through the 
field for his meeting in the final with 
Larry Musik on the Commonwealth 
Kawasaki/Sun Welding/MTC 
Engineering mount. 

As the Christmas tree flashed green 
it was Kizer's Lemoyne Parsons Turbo 
Kawasaki which proved to have the 
edge over Musick’s carbureted KZ. But 
it took a record run to do it. 

In the Pro Stock ranks the pits were 


buzzing after Sid Pogue had broken 
into the eights on his qualifying run. 
The number one plate holder for the 
last four years, Terry Vance had 
qualified third behind Bob Carpenter. 
This put the two in the same half of 
the field and culminated in a semi- 
final showdown. 

It was a race to make the final and 
grab needed points for the champion- 
ship. Pogue’s being currently in the 
lead gave Vance some added incen- 
tive. Vance got the holeshot on the US 
Suzuki/RC Engineering GS1000 and 
although Pogue put the Pogue 
Machine Co. Kawasaki Z1-R through 
the traps at a faster time (9.06 - 9.19) 
Vance was in the final. 

His opponent in the final was Ed 
Davis who reached the final run by 
beating CM Performance Products 
Bob Carpenter in their semi. 

Although he felt a little down on 
power, Vance knew that in order to 
have any shot at retaining his title he 
would have to win it all. He did it with 
a 9.24 second run to Davis's 9.46 in the 
all-Suzuki final. 

“Tm within striking distance now,” 
Vance said in reference to the chase 
for the plate which Pogue still leads. 
“Whoever wins the next (and final) 
race wins the title.” Vance would like 
to get the ET record back, but that 
was secondary. “At least now I'm back 
in the chase, that’s the main thing.” ©
